The prior art of record fails to teach or to fairly suggest a loudspeaker as described in independent 
claims 1, 15 and 17: 

A loudspeaker comprising: a diaphragm, a rare earth magnet and a voice coil, wherein 
the rare earth magnet defines a flux gap at the perimeter region of the diaphragm and has a central 
aperture; and the voice coil comprises a cylindrical polymer bobbin having at least one flexible 
arm extending therefrom with lead-in conductors embedded therein and extending from the said 
perimeter region to the said central aperture and wire windings extending around the cylindrical 
bobbin and the wire winding being connected to the lead-in conductors, as substantially described 
and connected with the other elements recited in claims 2-14 and 16, and as illustrated in Figures 
1,3 and 3A.
